THE STATEHOOD MEASURE 


Washington, Jan. 26.—Within 


exactly three minutes by the 
watch after the vote bad been 
corrected the joint statehood bill 
was delivered to the Senate, and 
all records in this respect were 
broken. The desire was to have 
it in the Senate before that body 
adjourned, and thus not give it 
the excuse of even one day for 
failure to pass the measure—if it 
should fail.
